Hi everyone, 

I think we have discovered that there is not an unoccupied spot on 40. It is 
fairly well utilized by somebody somewhere all the time. 

To include the European guys, we need to stick to the low part of the band 
while allowing the General class guys to take part. That leaves 7030 and 
down thus my 7027 slot. 

A novice QRG would leave the DX guys out. We could try and double our 3579 
QRG to 7159 and put up with the SSB/AMBC qrm. 

An extra class QRG would reduce the qrm significantly at the expense of 
limiting participation somewhat if not giving an incentive to upgrade. 

I just don't think we have the luxury of picking a spot on 40 and having a 
reasonable guarantee that it will be clear when we want to use it. The best 
I think we can hope for is to declare a subband (say 7025-7035) and go from 
there. 

Activity can center around a specific QRG, but operators had better be 
prepared to QSY some. 

We also need to think about doubling to 20 and maybe tripling to 15 if there 
is ever any more sunspots. Too bad lightning doesn't enhance HF propagation!

The most "effective" cw signal would be one with a wide yoooooop, slight 
ac ripple modulation and running at high speed such as 50 wpm. Believe 
me, that will make them move out! Slow speed, weak cw signals are hardly 
noticable to SSBers. Problem here is ....you're getting away from the 
concept of "glowbugs". Glowbugs are normally week little pipsqueak 
signals. What we need are some {444fAtomic Duck Blasters##tt}. Yes ADBs. 
Perhaps something like a pair of 4-1000 tubes in Hartley form would do. 
They power supply could be built cheaply since no filter capacitors 
would be needed.
